ure. It provides that all corporations 
doing business in Ohio, save and ex- 
cept banks, building and lonn and sav- 
ings and loan associations and insur- 
ance companies, shall annually make 
a sworn statement to tho secretary of 
state. 
In this shall bo set forth" the 


name of tho company and the location 
of its principle office, tho names of the 
president, vice president ami secretary, 
with their mail addresses, the amount 
authorized capital stock and the num- 
ber of shares into which it is divided; 
the amount of subscribed stock, the 
amount of paid up stock and the names 
and mail addresses of stockholders, 
\vith the number of shares held by each. 


The folloWiug fees arc to be charged: 


For $10,000, So; between $10,000 ^a 
$100,000, $10; between $100,000 and 
$300,000, $15; between $800,000 and 
$500,000, $-30; between $500,000, and 
$1,000,000, $25; and for all amounts 
over $1,000,000. $80, 
In order to ad- 


minister this departmeiif. tho secretary 
of state is permitted toTiire two clerk's 
at $1,850 per annum. The record thus 
established is to be a public one, open 
to inspection at any time during busi- 
ness hours.

ROLLED CAKES. 


Ba»Uy Prepared If You Only Know HOTT 


to Proceed. 
- 


There are sereral species of rolled 


cakes which require special treatment. 
The best known of these are the rolled 
sponge cakes, which are usually spread 
with, jelly, custard, soft chocolate or 
some fillings rolled up 'while warm, 
and when cooled cut off in slices from 
the end. .These cakes are -easily pre- 
pared, although the amateur is often un- 
successful because of her failure to ob- 
serve two or three simple things neces- 
sary to success. 


Beat the yolks of four eggs with two- 


thirds of.a cup of powdered sugar. Thi» 
portion of the'work can be done effec- 
tually with a patent beater, because all 
that is necessary ia a vigorous stirring. 
Beat the whites of four eggs to a stiff 
froth with an egg whip, add a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice to the yolks and 
sugar. Stir it in. Fold in the beaten 
whites of the eggs, being careful not 
to stir" or you would break down the 
whites. Sift two-thirds of,a cup 
o£ 


pastry flour with half a teaspoonful of 
baking powder twice, then sift it into 
the other ingredients. Mix it in care- 
fully with an egg whip. Spread the 
cake batter - evenly on a. fiat biscuit 
tin and bake it 15 minutes. Take it out 
t:f the oven and spread it while warm 
with jelly. The edges of the cake are 
apt to be dry and hard; trim these oif 
evenly. Begin rolling a little firmly at 
first "and 
continue until the roll is 


formed. Pin it in compact form in a 
napkin or a strip of clean cotton, when 
it will stay in place. Cut off slices half 
an inch thick from the ends. Currant 
or crab-apple makes excellent jelly. 
When the cake is flavored with vanilla 
use a soft chocolate to spread om it. 
Soak a tablespoonful of gelatine 
in 


three tablespoonfuls of cold water for 
two hours. Add a quarter of a cup of 
boiling water and one and two-third 
cups of powdered sugar. Scrape fine 
two ounr/es of chocolate and melt it 
over the fire with two tablespoonfuls 
of water^ and stir it with the other in- 
gredients until asmoothpasteisformed. 
Spread it on the cake and roll it up 
rapidly. This cake is very nice spread 
with a boiled icing in which a cup of. 
grated cocoanut 
has been stirred. 


Flavor this cocoanut cake with oranga 
extract.—N. Y. Tribune.

It is too early for genuine novelties in 


spring wraps which can be accepted as 
the reigning style of the season, but a 
few models which are at least new may 
serve as suggestions of things to come. 
Capes and jackets will both be worn, 
and the latter, cut with loose fronts and 
sack back, seem destined to lead the 
styles in coats. 
They are made in

The plaited back is much

Glazed Chops. 


Procure a dozen French chops; have 


the end bone entirely taken off. 
Fasten all the chops together with a 
skewer and tie them tightly in a good 
shape. Put them in boiling 
water, 


add a sliced onion, bit of celery and bay 
leaf. Boil hard for five minutes, and 
then simmer for one hour. Take out 
and cool. When cold separate chops 
and trim neatly. Make a half pint of 
cream sauce; add to it while hot a 
quarter of a box of gelatine that has 
been soaked a quarter of an hour. Stir 
th« sauce until it begins to thicken. 
Dip each chop in this and lay on a flat 
dish and put in the refrigerator until 
wanted. These will stand for one or 
two days. When ready to serve ar- 
range them around a mound of mayon- 
naise of celery. Garnish each chop 
with a bit of tomato aspic and serve.— 
St. Louis Republic.

The annual sparrow hunt is a big 


event in several Ohio counties. It seems 
to have originated in Summit county. 
and to this day the hunt is conducted 
on a more elaborate scale in that part, 
of the state than anywhere else. Only 
English sparrows are shot, and no matr 
ter how many are killed, like Koko's 
victims, "they never will be missed." 


Early in the month, of December the 


•farmers, having got everything- stored 
ft way neatly and safely, having pro- 
vided plenty of 
-wood and 
having 


boarded up the cattle sheds for the 
winter, decided that it was about time 
to go on the warpath for sparrows. A 
notice was posted up nest day at Bich- 
fi eld Center to this effect: 


'•The annual sparrow hunt will be 


held to-morrow. All are invited. Please 
be on hand not later than eight o'clock 
a. 111., Jotham Potter and Cyrus Hop- 
kins will be captains of the two teams, 
respectively, and will choose sides at 
7:45 a. m/1 


On the following morning nearly 100 


men wero ready for the hunt." 
It 


doesn't take long to circulate such an 
announcement in a farming communi- 
ty in Ohio. Especially is this true dur- 
ing the winter season, when there is 
nothing that the younger people like 
better than to visit around. 


When the hunters came together it 


was noticeable that nearly all of them 
carried guns of modern make. Very 
fe^v old-pattern pieces were shouldered 
by the stalwart sons of the county, and 
the army musket, which was ?o con- 
spicuous immediately after the war, 
VV-BS no longer noticeable. "City folk 
hez done it all," croaked Elder Paine. 
"They've come out here 'n' shot quail 
with brich loaders 'n' now nuttun' vrill 
do but that ev'ry, boy in the neighbor 
hood mustbe.a.rmed with anew-fangled 
g-un wuth inore'n a. hull summer's 
work." 


As soon as the contestants could 'be 


placed in line the captains chose their 
men. 
It didn't take long to do that, for 


it doesn't require much skill to shoot 
English sparrows. They are so tame 
that-anyone cau get close enough to pop 
them over as fast as he can. sight his 
gun. 
The banters with the guns thai 


can be operated with the most speec 
are almost certain to be those to make 
the largest scores 


One side went up the valley and the 


other side_ went down, the agreement 
being to hunt in a circle and come to 
gether again at the center at a stipu 
luted time in the afternoon, all sparrows 
to count up to the time that the con 
teslants should r-eport to the score- 
keeper at the center. 


In five minutes from the time that the 


men started on their way the guns 
Legan to bang. Ail up and down the 
valley during the entire afternoon the 
reports filled the air until the inhab- 
itants might have been excused for be- 
lieving that a war skirmish was going 
on in the neighborhood. The spar- 
rows never had been thicker. In fact, 
they had been so thick during tbe sum- 
mer months that they threatened to 
eat the farmers out of house and home. 


One peculiar factabout shooting spar- 


rows is that the riflse of the guns seems 
to frighten them only temporarily. 
Thev rapidly become accustomed to 
the "report, as they do to everything 
else. 
They are the most complacent 


little upstarts that ever immigrated into 
the country. On Fourth of July the 
same characteristic is noticeable. In 
early morning, when the first few fire- 
crackers or miniature torpedoes are dis- 
charged, the sparrows will fly away 
to the topmost branches of this trees 
i.r to the eaves of the barns and houses, 
where they build nests, but before 
nightfall they are baek again on. the 
streets as chopper as ever, and only 
mind a firecracker long enough to fly 
a few feet away and sputter like the 
mischief when it bursts. ' So it is 
when hunting. The first discharge of 
•weapons early in the morning sent 
the sparrows away to their safest re- 
treats, but by noon, between hunger 
and the 
fact that they no longer 


dreaded the noise, they were out on 
the roads, in the fields, about barnyards 
and stealing the grain away from the 
chickens, as though, they never had 
heard a shotgun. 


As the sun began to sink in the west 


the pile of sparrows began, to accumu- 
late. Some of the hunters were lucky, 
and shot themselves out of ammunition 
before they had been out two hoi-irs. 
Others were not eo fortunate, and 
straggled in just as daylight was about 
finished. It has been one of the best 
days that the sparrow hunters ever had. 
In" round numbers 8,000 bird's were 
slaughtered. That averaged about SO 
to a man. Stretched "bill to tail,", as 
Farmer Garretson put it, "them birds 
would have reached nigh seven miles. 
allowing five Inches for a bird." The 
next morning, however, there seemed 
to be just as many sparrows in and 
about Eichfield Center as ever.

kins' side will have to provide a first- 
class supper for winners and loaers,

Noel came to Portsmouth Saturday 


opjiorsebaok. 
As was his custom, ho 


took a few drinks of whisky, and by 
evening was in a poor condition to got 
home. Ho wont to Lewis's livery 
stable with a boy named Jones and 
wanted a buggy to go out home. Mr. 
Lewis, noting tho condition of both 
Jones and Mr. Noel, woitld not let 
them have th&rig. Afterwards George 
"Foehr, who works at the Lewis stable, 
started to take Noel homo. Ho did not 
know whore Noel lived, so young Jones 
rode Noel's horse along to .show, the 
way. 
"When out of town a rnilo or so, 


Jones loft^thcm, and Foohr not know- 
ing whoro Noel lived, drove on by the 
place about throe miles, where Noel 
said ho lived. Foehr put him out of 
the • buggy there. This was at tho 
Thomas place, about a milo beyond 
Davis station, 
Fochr then returned to 


the city, thinking ho had put Noel out 
at his home. This was about ten 
o'clock. 
Tho uoxt seen of Nool was

Somo rather startling testimony has

There are several things which give 
weight to the theory that Mr. Noel was 
robbed of a considerable sum of money 
between tho time he left Portsmouth 
at niuo o'clock and tho timo ho was 
killed, at a quarter after twelve. His 
family are almost positive that he had 
quite n little sum of money with him 
when ho camo to Portsmouth Saturday. 
At Lewis'livery stablo, Mr. Lewis and 
others saw him have two ten dollar 
bills and one five. When searched by 
Conductor Walsh, only a -two dollar 
bill and three pennies were found in 
his pockets. »Dicl ho loose the §25, or 
was ho robbed? A thorough search of 
the road over which ho traveled after 
getting out of the buggy at Thomas's 
and Davis Station was made early 
Sunday morning, but nothing was 
found. 


Coroner Davidson has been busy 


gathering testimony and has not yet 
given his vordict in the case. There 
scorns to be a slight contradiction in 
tho testimony of young Foohr, who 
drove Noel home, and James Keilly, a 
saloon-kcoper 
on Chillicothe street, 


whoro tho party stopped and had a 
drink of whisky all around. Foehr 
says Noel paid for the drinks out of a 
$5 bill and received in change a $3 bill 
and $3.75 in silver. Eeilly'says Noel 
paid for the drinks with a quarter and 
ho did not «eo him have a $o bill, 


Foohr testified that ho first met 


Noel in Hurth's liquor store on Market 
street, where thoy drank somo beer. 
This was about G o'clock in tho even- 
ing. 
Ho then went around on Third 


street and got Noel's horso for him. 
Coming back to the St. Charles saloon, 
thoy had another drink. 
Afterwards 


ho went with him to Lewis's stable 
and made arrangements to take him 
homo. They stopped on the way our 
Chillicotho street and went into Reilly's 
saloon whoro Noel bought tho drinks 
and paid for them with tho $5 bill as 
mentioned above. 
When about a mile 


and a half out of town, Noel got out 
of his buggy and told Jones, who lives 
on the West Sido, that he could ride his 
(Noel's) 
horso back 
home. 
When 


about half n mile beyond the railroad 
crossing near tho church, Noel said 
that was where he lived, aucl so he let 
him out and came back to Portsmouth. 
He is positive he saw Noel have two 
§10 bills and a $5 bill in Lewis's stablo 
just before they left and ho saw Noel 
put the money in his inside coat pocket. 
The money was never taken out after 
they left Koilly's saloon. 


Engineer William Hmleiv of tho 


train, which struck Noel, tosritied about 
as above given. 


Walker Ferguson, firouuu

train, did not see Noel on the track and 
knew nothing of the accident until it
